G.S.R. 1064.—In exercise of tbt powers conferred by Sec ion 22 of the Press 
Council Act, 1965 (34 of 1985), the Central Government hereby makes the 

following rules, namely:— 

1. Short title.—These rules may he called the Press Council Rules. 1966. 
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2. Definitions. —In these rules, 

(a) “Act” means the Press Council Act, 1965; and 

(b) "Committee’’ means the Committee referred to in sub-section (4) of 

Section 4 of the Act. 


3. Panels of names.—(1) The Committee may invite panels of names under 
nub-section (S) of section 4 of the Act by sending a notice in writing in that 
behalf by registered post to the associations concerned. 


& 


(2) The notice shall specify the time %vithin which the panels of names shall 
submitted to the Committee and a period of not less than fifteen days from 
■ date of receipt of such notice shall be allowed for submission of panels of 


names. 


4. Allowances to he paid to the members.—Members other than the Chairman 
shall be entitled to receive travelling and daily allowances in accordance with 
the provisions of the Office Memo. No. 6/2B/E.IV759, dated September 6 , 1960 
(Issued by the Government of India In the Ministry of Finance, Deportment of 
Expenditure) as amended from time to time. 


1 5 , Anual Report.—The annual report required to be prepared under section 18 

of the Act shall be prepared by the Council within four months from the expiry 
of the year to which it relates.
